A DIET OF PINS. 


Interesting Surgical Operation Performed 
in a Philadelphia Hospital 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 20.—Herman Kolb, a mid- 
dle-aged German, was discharged to-day from the 
convalescent ward of the Homeopathic Hospital, 
where he had been under medical and surgical 
treatment for eight weeks. During that time five 
ordinary round head steel pins have been removed 
from his body. 

“My trade,“ he said yesterday afternoon, is that 
of a cutter and fitter of furniture coverings. During 
the spring and summer I was continually emploved 
in cutting and flitting linen covers for parlor furni- 
ture. I used large quantities of pins and, to work 
more rapidly, I held the pins in my mouth while ad- 
justine the cover to the sofa, just as an upholsterer 
in putting down carpets flils his mouth with tacks. 
One day I swallowed about a half-dozen as I raised 
my head suddenly to speak to a fellow workman. At 
first I was terribly frightened, but I soon found that 
the pins caused me no inconvenience. After tha: I 
suppose Iswallowed as manv as a dozen, in lots 
ranging from a single pin to three or four at a time. 
Early in July I began to feel severe pains and sharp 
twitching spasms. I thought it was dyspepsia or 
cholera morbus and was treated accordingly, but 
without relief, The pains grew more intense and 1 
lost all appetite. On August 211 succumbed entire- 
ly and wentto the hospital. The physicians ap- 
peared to be puzzled by my symptoms, but began 
treating me for acute dyspepsia. Isoon began to 
feel 1 27 in my back and just above my right 
thigh. en 1 wa treated for inflammatory rheu- 
matism. Oneday I detected on my back, about two 
inches to the right of the spine, a small swelling just 
where I had felt the ae pains, All at once 1 
thought of the cases I had heard of where needles 
had worked through the human body and finally 
been removed. Then, forthe first time, I told the 
doctor about the pins I had swallowed. The jump 
on my back inflamed rapidly and swelled up like a 
boil. Ten days after I discovered it the doctor 
lanced it and pulled out one of the pins. The néxt 
day two more pins were removed. The other two 
pins were taken out three weeks later from just 
above my right thigh. I feel much better now and

The Farmers Organize for Self-Protection—

Epnrata, PA.. October 20.—The farmers of Ear, 
Caernarvon and part of Ephrata townships, in that 
stretch of the valley drained by the Conestoga, be 
tween the Welch Mountains and the Ephrata Hills, 
are terrorized and greatly alarmed on account of 
numerous robberies committed there within the past 
few days. Justice of the Peace John C. Martin of 
Martindale visited Lancaster yesterday, accompa- 
nied by William D. Weaver, and called upon the 
county commissioners with a view of having the re- 
wards increased for the apprehension of the Buz- 
zard gang. He states that the people of his neigh- 
borhood are thoroughly alarmed at these depreda- 
tions and are indignant that the authorities refuse 
to offer such inducements for the apprehension of 
the outlaws as will lead to their speedy extermina- 
tion. He declares that the people throughout the 
valley, if the authorities do not move in the matter, 
will take the law in their own hands. Meetings are 
being held nightly and a strong association has Been 
formed for the protection of life and property. 
Robberies are occurring sg — in some in- 
stances, during the day. On Thu y night the 

remises of Christian Weaver on the State road, 
eading from New Holland to Reading, were visited 
by members of the famous gang. At about 2o0'clock 
that morning Mrs. Weaver awoke her husband and 
told him that robbers were in the house. They 
heard her speak and threatened to shoot her if she 
did not keep quiet. She continued talking, howev-

RIDDLING IT WITH BULLETS. 
The then went outside and shot against the build- 
ing four times, The burglars then departed with 
their stolen property, amounting to nearly seven 
hundred dollars. While the thieves were robbing 
the house, the inmates, being without arms, wera 
unable to do anything, not even escape. The news 
of the robbery soon spread and dozens of farmers, 
armed with guns, pitchforks and clubs, mounted 
their horses and went in hot pursuit, but were una- 
ble to capture any of the gang, which fled to the 
Welch Mountains, where their tracks were lost, 
The same night the Conestoga school hous was en- 
tered and the robbers, failing to find anything in re- 
turn, destroyed the school furniture. Ihe residences 
of E. H. Yundt, near Cedar Grove, Barton M. Weav- 
er and others were also entered and large amounts 
of goods stolen therefrom. A gang of burglars 
robbed the store of J. Adams Heilman of Jonestown 
last night of about $700 worth of boots, shawls, to- 
bacco and soap.

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Azany, N. V., October 20.—As Governor Cleve- 
land was going from the Executive mansion to the 
Capitol, about 9 o'clock this morning, he was 
assaulted in front of the Medical College 
on Eagle street by Samuel 
Boone of Elmira, who struck at the Governor with 
his right hand. The blow was warded off and the 
man repeated the blows several times without hit- 
ting the Governor's face. He then darted towards 
a pile of cobblestones, but was intercepted by Dr. 
George H. Houghton, before he obtained a missile. 
Boone returned to the attack on the 
Governor, when Houghton seized and 
held him and the Governor deliberately resumed 
his walk. Boone was released and went quickly to 
his boarding-house on Lancaster street, where he 
was arrested shortly afterward. Dr. Houghton 
overtook the Governor and conversed briefly with 
him about the assault. The Governor pro- 
ceeded to the Capitol and went to work, alluding only 
casually to the matter to the attaches of the office. 
In the Police Court Boone pleaded not guilty, and 
asked for two days to prepare his case, as he wanted 
totelegraph Judge Boardman Smith of the Supreme 
Court to defend him. The case was put down for 
Wednesday afternoon. Boone has been seeking 
a pardon for his brother-in-law, Byron B. Fairbanks, 
sentenced to two years at Auburn for shooting into 
a crowd assembled near his house on Halloween, 
and seriously woundinga boy. Boone and his wife 
called on the Governor at Elmira, during the latter's 
recent visit tothe State Fair, and asked for the 
pardon of Fairbanks. The Governor said he would, 
lnok it over when he returned to Albany. He men- 
tioned the matter to District Attorney Stanchfield, 
who expressed himself as strongly opposed to grant- 
ing the application, as he did not think there were 
any grounds for clemency. 

About a week or ten days ago, after Cleveland's 
return here, Boone turned up. The Governor said 
he had not reached the case yet, and Boone made 
some threatening remarks and retired. Boone fol- 
lowed the Governor back and forth to the Executive 
Mansion that day and deciared he would not leave 
until he got the pardon. Finally he disappeared. 
Last Monday Boone reappeared with his wife. 
Mrs. Boone went into the executive chamber 
while her husband remained in the ante-room. 
She became excited and violent in her language, 
and the Governor’s attendants say she suddenly 
struck at Cleveland, who seized her arm before the 
blow came, and requested the woman to be seated 
and be calm, He rose, and she sat down, and then 
screaming fell to the floor in violent 
hysterics. Two orderlies then removed her across 
the street to a house where she was treated. She 
has been hysterical most of the time since. Boone 
states that when he heard his wife scream he 
rushed into the executive chamber and 
found the Governor just letting go of 
her. He was put aside by the orderlies who re- 
moved the woman. He claims the treat@ent of his 
wife was so severe that she isina dying condition, 
and, overcome by his feelings, he attacked the 
Governor. 

A reporter of the Albany Evening Journal, who 
called at the house where Mrs. Boone is, saw her, 
and the bruises on her, where the Governor is al- 
leged to have seized her, were shown him. The at- 
tendants said she was in a comatose condition, and 


~ apparently dying.

A series of letters which were given to the public 
yesterday by Mr. Warren Fisher of Boston leaves 
that class of people little to stand upon who have 
been maintaining that Blaine's attitude in the Little 
Rock and Fort Scott affair was that of an innocent 
man. It will be seen from them that,although when he 
brazenly read several of the letters in Congress, and 
announced that he was willing the world should 
know all about his action, he entertained very dif- 
ferent sentiments when he wrote these letters. It 
will be remembered that, having obtained from 
Mulligan, by a very bold trick, several of the letters 
in early June, 1876, he on June 
5, read them from his place in the House 
of Representatives, and asked for a committee to 
investigate his connectiou with that raiiroad mat- 
ter. The committee was appointed, and on Satur- 
day, June 10, Mr. Blaine requested that it adjourn 
till Monday, June 12. On Sunday intervening he 
was conveniently prostrated by a sunstroke, hence 
the investigation was postponed for two weeks. This 


game of bluff, it will be remembered, 
was right on the eve of the Na- 
tional Republican Convention. On the Friday 


following his prostration the convention rejected 
Blaine and nominated Hays, Then Blaine got 
worse, and on the day the investigation was to be 
renewed, and after Fisher and Mulligan had arrived, 
he gotso bad he had to be sent to his home in 
Maine, and the investigation had to be again post- 
poned. Arriving there he immediately wrote Fisher, 
who was at Washington, writing to testify against 
him, as follows: 
“WEDNESDAY, 28th, Evening. 
“My Dear Mr. Fisner—I want to see you just as 
much as before you went to Washington. You can 
leave Boston at 12:30 and return same night if you 
desire, though I would prefer to have you stay over. 
Come directly to my house. It is, I think, as impor- 
tant for you to see me as for me to see you. Come 
this week; don't fail; come to-morrow, if possible. 
Yours, J. G. BLAIxEk.“ 
Dr. Hill, his physician, said Blaine was suffer- 


ing with nervous prostration, but no 
organic trouble, and ordered that 
he should write nothing.

instructions and wrote as follows:

Next day, feeling evidently. very anxious indeed, 
he rollowed the above letter with this:

I am very sick, but I know what t am talk- 
ing about, and it is largely for your sake that I de.

New York, October W. Old Science Hall, at Nos. 
139 and 141 Eighth street, in Capt. Brogan's precinct, 
which was formerly a lecture hall, where people 
went to inprove their minds, has been used since 
September1 as a dance hall, where the vilest orgies 
are nightly carried on by menand women. Last 
evening your correspondent visited the place, The 
building is a four-story structure in a block on the 
north side of Eighth street, east of Broadway. A 
store occupies the main floor, at one side of which 
is a passage-way, leading to the hall in the rear. 
At 7:30 o’clock two men were sweeping the hall and 
the genius who presides at the piano was tuning 
up for the evening. A cornet player, a bass drum 
and cymbal thumper and a violinist completed the 
orchestra, which began its ear-splitting overture to 
an audience of a dozen young men, who seated 
themselves and watcheda side door in eager ex- 
pectancy. They had not long to wait, for a troop 
of young girlsand women, some in scant attire, 
made their appearance in answer to the manager's 
shout and a species of quadrille was danced! in a 
manner too shocking for description. At the open- 
ing of the ‘dance there was an almost deathly sil- 
ence among the small audience, but the crowd be- 


came gradually boisterous, and, at last frantic 
and frenzied at anexhibition of total depravity. 
Some of the girls were fn gas Aen hardly showed 
the firstsigns of dissipation, The men were appar- 
ently apprentices and clerks. The influence of the 
beer drunk during the intermission was apparent 
when the next dance occurred. The women grew 
bolder and the men beat time with their feet and the 
bass drummer tried to drown the shrieks of the 
dancers. The crowd of spectators increased ever 
hour and towards midnight the hall was filled. 
Among the later visitors were merchants, appar- 
ently just from the clubs, and clerks and strangers 
to city life, all gathered at the vilest and most dis- 
gusting exhibition which was ever given openly, 
with no attempt at concealment, in the city of New 
York.

A Cowardly Attempt to Wreck a Train 
Loaded With Passengers. 

A dastardly attempt to wreck the special train on 
the Illinois and St. Louis Road, carrying the Demo- 
cratic speakers and clubs from East St. Louis to 
Belleville, about midnight last Friday night, has 
just come to light, although the facts have been in 
the possession of the engi@eer of the train and the 
Officials of the road since Friday night, 


The train, carrying at least 450 men, left East St. 
Louis about midnight, and when a mile and a half 
rom Kast St. Louis struck an obstruction. En- 
gineer Bradley immediately stopped the train and 
upon investigation found that large ties were laid 
across the rails and fasten to keep 
in position. The perpetrators the 
cowardly deed were — 1 he a hurry and fast- 
ened the ties so carelessly t when théy were 
struck by the tender of the engine they were thro 
to one side. The obstruction was cleared away 
the passengers kept in ignorance of their narrow es- 
cape. Engineer Bradley reported the attempt at 
wrecking the train to the officials 
of the road Saturday morning, and every effort has 
n made since to discover the guilty parties. It 
has been ascertained that four negroes were around 
the spot where the attempt was made to wreck the 
train a short time before the train was due, and as 
at least two parties saw them acting suspiciously in 
the neighborhood and very desirous of escapin 
observation, it is thought there will be littie dif- 
ficulty in connecting them with the deed in case 
their arrest can be effected. The colored people 
blame the Democrats for the riotin East St. Louis 
Saturday night a week ago, in which one negro was 
shot, but, as the Belleville Democrats were not 
present when the trouble occurred, why an attempt 
to retaliate by wrecking their train was made is a 
mystery.

WITH a population of 350,518 in 1880, St. 
Louis cast only 47,715 votes for President. 
Hamilton County, Ohio, with a population of 


313,518, cast the same year 65,464 votes. Last 


Tuesday Hamilton County cast 72,070 votes. 
but St. Louis, with a population not less than 
400,000, according to all reasonable calculations 
based on the census of 1880 and the number of 
new houses since erected, has registered this 
year only about 60,000 voters, and it is supposed 
that a careful revision will considerably reduce 
that number.

HOW IT WORKS. 

The favorite and time-honored gag of ma- 
chine Republican politicians is to assume, first, 
that the prosperity of this country is due to the 
Republican party; second, to identify the Re- 
publican party with the continuance of na- 
tional prosperity, and, therefore, to predict 
that if the Democrats succeed terrible things 
will happen. 

Yet last week the Republicans celebrated an 
alleged victory in Ohio. Roosters decorated 
the columns containing the election returns, 
and the country was called on to congratulate 
itself and to rest securely in the shelter of a 
great Republican triumph. But how did the 
old thing work? 

As soon as it was definitely settled that it 
was a Republican victory in Ohio there was a 
general shrinkage in values everywhere. Wheat 
in Chicago reached the lowest point known for 
years. Stocks in New York tumbled down 
like a row of bricks. Struggling concerns 
hastened to make assignments, and the bottom 
commenced to drop out of things generally. 

Now if we accept the Republican theory that 
these business fluctuations result from political 
causes, the country does not want to see any 
more roosters put up in Republican papers. If 
a little two-bit victory in Ohio has been imme- 
diately attended by such widespread disaster, 
what would be the result if the National elec- 
tion should unfortunately go Republican? 


A LIVELY FIGHT. 

The Congressional campaign in the Eight- 
eenth Illinois District has an interest which 
stretches far beyond the boundaries of the dis- 
trict, and its progress will be watched with in- 
terest by the whole nation. Mr. MORRISON, 
the Democratic candidate, is a statesman of na- 
tional reputation, As Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, he is the leader of the 
Democratic party in the present Democratic 
Congress, and there is something more at stake 
in the present election than his seat in Con 
If he is defeated, his defeat—together with the 
defeat of HuRp—will be accepted as the final 
defeat of that movement which was summed 
up in the attempt to force the Horizontal 
Bill through Congress at the last session. 

If he is elected it will be a great personal and 
political triumph for him. The district has 
been gerrymandered. As at present consti- 
tuted, it gave a majority for GARFIELD. In 1882 
MORRISON beat the gerrytander, but not by 
any superior strength of his own. He won by 
Republican stay-aways. He did not even 
poll the full Democratic vote. 


This year every Democrat will vote, 
but every Republican will vote 
also. There is no reason why 


any Republican should vote for Morrison,and 
on the other hand there are many former 
friends of his who are not satisfied with his at- 
titude on the tariff question and who will not 
vote for him.

A BAD PRECEDENT. 

The part which the Federal Government 
played inthe Ohio electionon Tuesday may 
accord with the precedents of German Imperial- 
ism or with French ideas of a Republic, but it 
was a saddening spectacle for Americans. We 
do not refer to the gangs of executive appointees 
who neglected their duties in Washington and 
went to Ohio to work on a Government salary 
fora party. That was bad But we 
saw the Federal Government not throwing 
the weight of its authority and influence into 
the scale in favor of one ticket, but resorting 
to extraordinary and shocking means to elect 
that ticket. 

Federal interference in a State election is a 
modern innovation justifiable only in extreme 
cases, and on such high grounds as 
will vindicate the impartiality of 
its exercise as between parties But 
in Ohio the petition of citizens and local officials 
for the appointment of known residents, men 
of good character and men of both parties, as 
Deputy Marshals, was disregarded. Great 
gangs of strangers, negroes and white roughs, 
were sworn in and armed with deadly weapons, 
upon no certificate of .character 
they could be relied on to work for the party. 
Their conduct at the polls showed that they 
were not stationed there to see fair play or to 
secure a free and fair vlection, but to bulldoze 

and protect the gangs engaged in 

illegal votes for the Repu It 
has\yet to be shown that they or at- 
tempted to prevent the polling of 


of rent and taxes, put down at 610 an acre, So 
the British wheat- grower will have to pay the 
rent of his wheat land out of the proceeds of 
some other crop, or leave it unpaid. In this 
country the loss to the wheat-grower is not so 
great, but is heavy enough. The Chicago 
papers tell of a car-load of Nebraska wheat sold 
in that city the other day for $243, on which 
the railroad, elevator and other charges 
amounted to $182, leaving $111 for the Ne- 
braska shipper. Of the 64.7 cents a bushel. 
which the grain brought in Chicago, 
the railroads and other intermediaries got 34.5 
cents and the Nebraska shipper 29.2 cents. 
Allowing four cents as the cost of hauling to 
the railroad, and two cents as the margin for 
the Nebraska shipper, we find that the Ne- 
braska farmer got 28 cents a bushel, or some- 
where between three and four dollars an acre 
for wheat, the production of which, exclusive 
of rent, had cost him no less than seven dollars 
an acre. Yet, while wheat is so low, beef and 
pork are as high as when the farmer got a 
dollar a.bushel for wheat, and bread is as dear 
in the cities. The farmer who has been rear- 
ing live stock, and turning his grain and grass 
into beef and pork and mutton, butter and 
cheese, is doing well, while he who has placed 
his dependence on wheat as a money crop is in 


a losing business.

Suine and Butterine Again Being Intro- 
duced Into the Local Market—An Import- 
ant Meeting of Butter Dealers This After- 
noon—Some Startling Facts. 


Notices have been sent to all dealers in butter in 
the city calling a meeting at the office of M. M. Mc- 
Keen, the commission merchant, 122 Pine street, at 
2 o'clock this afternoon. The meeting was for the 
purpose of organizing the dealers in order that com- 
bined action may be taken to prevent the 
sale of bogus butters m St. Louis markets, 
There is a very stringent law in this State, 
with heavy penalties attached, prohibiting 


the sale of artificially manufactured butter. Not- 
withstanding this law, an investigation by the 
Health Department last winter revealed the fact 
that a large amount of injurious stuff was sold to 
consumers under the name of butter which could 
not claim the most distant connection with that 
yticle, and was made of chemicals and oils of vari- 
ws kinds, many of them utterly bad and t for

gned, some of which are yet unsettled. 
thad the effect, however, of breaking up the trade 
in bogus butter for some time, and during the past 
spring and summer none of it could be found in this 
market. This fall the manufacturers are’ beginning 
to show unusual activity, and it is claimed by the

isagain being sold as honest butter, and hence to- 
day's meeting. 

in a chat on the subject to-day, a prominent but- 
ter dealer gave a Post-DispatcH reporter a few 
points about the sale of bogus butter: 

“The representatives of several manufacturers of 
the stuff have been in the city recently. 
trying to place theif products on this market, and 
we have reason to beheve successfully to some ex- 
tent. We would not object so much if the article 
could be sold for what it is, then people would know 
what ther were buying and its sale would not effect 
the price and sale of real butter, but that has been 
tried and has failed, so the only way to dispose of it 
istoseilitas honest butter. I would’nt object to 
handling it myself if it could be handled as exactly 
what it is.” 

Is it oleomargerine which is being sold?" 

“No, it is not oleomargerine. Oleomargerine is 
made from beef fat and is not so bed, but this is 
called butterine and is really lardine or suine, a 
compound made from hog fat and chemicals.“ 

“Do you think it is really injurious to the health?” 

“l have no doubt of it in the world; for one 

decause there is not a manufacturer of the st 

; who does not attempt to kill off all others by telling 
what the others make their butterine of and how 
injurious it is They are all made 
of the same materials and are injurious, I had a 
man telling me the other day that the butterine 
made by a rival establishment would kill any one. 
His was just as bad.” 

Can the difference between real butter and these 
articles be easily detected!“ 

I can tell the difference, butI don't think the 
general public can, except in one way—by trying to 
make cake with it. It cannot be used for cooking

SORGHUM SUGAR. 


An Industry That is Attracting the Atten- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasnNorox, D. C., October 20.—Professor Wylie 
of the Department of Agriculture has just returned 
from a tour in the West, where he has been study- 
ing the sorghum sugar industry. He finds the pro- 
duction of sorghum sugar steadily increasing, the 
amount manufactured in this country this year being 
nearly double that made last year, and the number 
of large factories having largely increased. Still 
there is little encouragement for the prosecution of 
the experiment, for the price offered for the sugar 
after manufacture is so low that there is little profit. 
Prices generally for sugar are very low, so much so 
as to be quite as discouraging for the sugar growers 
of the South as for those of the sorghum belt, 
Much of the sorghum sugar made now ranks high 


in quality, and brings as good price as the Southern 
or imported sugars of that grade, but there is little 
profit in sugar making for anybody at the present 
prices. The quantity of sorghum sugar made in 
this —— is year will probably amount to a 
million and a half or two million pounds. ere 
are large factories in New Jersef, Illinois, Tennessee 
and Kansas. The one in New Jersey is the oldest, 
and is run on the most thoroughly scientific basis. 
Word comes from the West, too, that the best sugar 
factories of California are hard at work turning out 
sugar from beets. There seems no good reason why 
this @untry should not make her own sugar in- 
stead of sending abroad neariy a hundred million 
dollars for it, as she annually does. The representa- 
tive of the Department. of Agriculture 
who went to France and Germany a few weeks ago 
to study the methods of evaporation used in the 
manufacture of sugar there, is back. His hope and 
the hope of the Department and of che sugar-grow 
ers of the South generally was to be able to adopt 
for the cane sugar making in this country some of 
the methods whicu enable the French and Germans 
to make sugar at so little cost. They evaporate 
their sugar at about one-half the cost that is required 
by the present method in this country. The indica- 
tions, however, are not v satisfactory as to the 
possibility of adopting the methods here. 

“The difference in the quality of the beet juice 
and that of the cane,” said Prof. Wylie. is su 
that I fear we shall not be able to adapt the methods 
used there for beets to cane sugar here. There is a 
considerable per cent. of glucose in all the cahe of 
this country, which beets there do not have, and it 
is very evident that their methods of evaporation 
applied to our cane juice would turn the glucose 
into a bitter product which would be dificult to get 
rid of, and would of course render the sugar value- 
less. We may be able to adapt some of the prinei- 
ples used there, ina much modified way, but the 
prospects are not very flatte for the benefits to 
our sugar-making that we ho might ac- 
crue.” 


TWO OPINIONS. 


Important Decisions, Affecting Claims 
Against Two Railroads, Kendered. 
Two opinions were delivered this morning in the 
United States Circuit Court by Judge Treat. One in 
the case of DeWitt C. Biair against the 


St. Louis, Hannibal and Keokuk Raflroad Company, 
and the other in the case of the Central Trust Com- 
— of New York against the Texas and St. Louis 

ilway Company. The latter is by far 
the most important, as it cuts out about 
$70.000 worth of claims already allowed by the 
master. and compels the claimants to seek relief by 
intervening petitions. It is in substance the modi- 
fication of an order.heretofore made by the Court, 
authorizing the receiver to pay certain claims. 

The first order in the case was made by Judge e 
Crary, and it authorized the receiver generally to 
keep up a proper standard of efficiency in 
running, maintaining and operating the road. 

Subsequently, on March 24, 1884, an order was 
entered with respect to intervening demands. This 
was modified on May 28, 1854, and the present order 
is made on a motion to rescind or modify the last- 
named order. 

It reads as follows: That all outstanding debts of 
the said railway company for labor, materials and 
supplies u in equipment or ermanent 
improvement of the said 2 and 
all outstanding debts for the necessary 
operating and managing expenses thereof in the 
ordinary course of its business, incurred after the 
first day of September, 1883, shall be allowed by the 
master as equitable liens prior in right to the lien 
of the mortgage sued on, irrespective of 
statutory liens therefor. And it is further ordered 
that all such claims accruing on open running 
accounts between said railroad and its creditors 
shall be considered as embraced within 
this order if any part of the work 
was done, materials furnished or expenses incurred 
after the Ist day of September, 1883. on subsistin 
contracts necessary forthe continued operation o 
the road by said receiver; otherwise the 
demand will limited to 
what accrued subsequent to said September 1. 

The other opinion in the case of DeWitt Clinton 
Blair against the St, Louis, Hannibal and Keokuk 

was on a demurrer of the 
plaintiff to the intervening petition of Josiah Fogg, 
who was made a co-defendant on his own motion in 
the case.

If adog strays into another team, or near 
one, he is immediately beset, and if not res- 
cued by his comrades is killed. A fine dog car- 
ried from Newfoundland when the expedi- 
tion started was killed this way.

The Boston Herald of the 16th inst., says: “Ef- 
forts to bring about a meeting between Mitchell and 
Kilrain have been in progress here for a week or 
ten days.

WILL BE EXPELLED. 


A Case of Considerable Interest Before the 
Merchants’ Exchange Election. 

Mr. Duncan Kehlor ofthe Kehlor Milling Com- 
pany and A. M. Edwards, secretary of the same 
company, had an opportunity to-day of defending 
themselves Against an effort that was made to sus- 
pend or expell them from the Merchants’ Exchange. 
It all arises out of an arbitration case that has been 
before the Exchange Committees ofArbi tration and 
Appeals, the decision of. which Mr. Kehlor and Mr. 
Edwards refuse to abide by. The case was this: 
Some time last spring P. Brockmann & Co. sold to 
the mills, which Messrs. Kehlor & Edwards are 
running at East St. Louis forty cars of wheat, the 
same to be delivered within a stated period. All 
but six cars of this wheat was delivered to the mill 
on time, but when the seller sent these six cars the 
transfer company found the railroad track running 
to the mill blockaded with cars and was unable to 
get the wheat to the mill within the 
specified time. Messrs. Kehlor & Edwards 


refused to receive the six cars, claiming that they 
were not delivered within the time set by their con- 
tract. Brockmann & Co. then sold the wheat on 
Change “for account of whom it may concern,” 
and the market ha declined in the meantime, 
they presented a bill for the difference in the price 
between the time when they had the wheat sold to 
Kehlor and the price they obtained from the sale on 
Change. This amounted to and some cents, 
They made a demand upon Kehlor for this differ- 
ence, but he would not pay. The case was brought 
before the Committee of Arbitration of the . 
change, who, after a hearing,decided against Brock- 
mann & Co. This firm carried the case up to the 
Committee on Appeais, which reversed the decision 
of the first committee and awarded Brockmann & 
Co. the full amonut they claimed. Kehlor asked the 
Committee of Appeals for a new trial, but his re- 
quest was after the committee had gone 
over all the evidence once more. But Messrs. Kehlor 


& Edwards refused to abide by this 
decision, which, under the rules of 
the Exchange, was final, and no 
be appealed from. Messrs. Brockman & after 


trying for some time to collect the $358, finally came 
to the conclusion to bring Messrs Kehlor & Edwards 
before the of Directors of the Exchange, and 
have them disciplined. The rule of the Exchange is to 
the effect that the Board of Directors may,if charges 
in writing are preferréd against any member or mem- 
bers of the Exchange, examine into the matter. and 
if — find that the member or members have failed 
or refused to wary with and folfilthe award of 
the Committee of Arbitration, Appeals or of any 
properly constituted committee of the Exchange, 
then the delinquents shall be fined, censured, sus- 
pended or expelled. Messrs. Brockmann & Co., in 
their request to the directors, ask that Kehlor & 
Edwards be expelled from the floor. The case was 
set for hearing to-day, when the Board of Directors 
will hold a special session to examine into and de- 
termine the matter.

2. Discounts.—On purchases of 10 tons of one 
brand boughtand paid for at onetime. 4 per cent, 
be deducted from invoice. On purchases of 5 
tons and less than 10 bought and paid for at one 
time, 2 per cent. Terms 60 davs, or 21-2 per cent. 
discount for cash in 15 days. 

3. Rebate.—At the end of each six months corrod- 
ers may pay a rebate of 44 cent per pound on all 
lead sold during the previous six months, said re- 
bate to be paid only to dealers who have signed an 
agreement not to underseli factory prices and terms, 
and who have faithfully observed the same. 

4. Decline to sell to dealers who will not sign the 
agreement referred to above, or who will not main- | 
tain factory prices and terms. 

5. Dealers entitled to the 4 per cent, or the 2 per 
cent discount — SS allowed to offer and pay, at 
the end of each six months, as a rebate cent per 
pound on their sales. 

6. Appoint three arbitrators, one by the corroders 
of each district, such arbitrators shall promptly in- 
vestigate all charges of violations of rules and prices 
by corroders and dealers, and they shall report the 
result of their investigation to each party to-this 


ment. 

7. Lead may be delivered free to all ts where 
factories making white lead by the old Dutch 
process are established, and also to Toledo, Indian- 
apolis, Milwaukee, Detroit, Providence, Albany 

roy. 


8. This plan to take effect after it is agreed to by 
every corroder in the United States. 

Thirty of the thirty-three corroders in the United 
States have signed the compact and forwarded 
their checks for $500 each as forfeit.
